""We have a tip" said the Fond 


du Lac chief, "on which you can 
arrest Albert 
Jennings, 
escaped

tiary and wanted for forgery and 
other crimes in

and- Illinois. He called his wife from 
Chicago. The number was Triangle 
6699." 


"It's a swell tip," said Meagher.

A squad car, with men, machine 


guns and bombs was rushed to the 
Triangle telephone exchange build- 
ing, while pressure was brought to 
bear on the telephone company to

George E. Q. Johnson, United 
States district attorney, who has 
been prosecuting gangsters for in- 
come tax violations without losing a 
case, summarized the attitude of fed- 
eral pfficers when he was asked 
if 


the government had a good case. 


'Well," re replied, "we never in- 


dict unless we have one." 


Capone Is .also under a six months 


sentence for contempt of court for 
failing to answer a summons from 
a grand jury investigating 1929 in- 
comes. An appeal on this 
case Is 


pending. In addition, federal 'agents 
asserted, his gang has been hard hit 
financially because of high bonds its 
members have been forced to 'post 
in federal courts. Costs of replacing 
brewery equipment seized in raids 
have also been high. 


Capone was permitted to have his 


550,000 bond on the income tax in- 
dictment and his $5,000 bond op his 
contempt of court appeal stand on 
the liquor conspiracy charge: In this 
connection the Chicago Tribune said 
that" District Attorney Johnson's de- 
cision to permit this, was indicative 
of his belief that the Capone organiz- 
ation had been 
suffering 
"hard 


times." His co-defendants, however, 
will be required to post bonds which 
range from 52,500 to $10,000. 


All of them are subject, upon con- 


viction, to two years' Imprisonment 
and a fine of $10,000. 


A showdown on the liquor charge 


was not only a step nearer

but Prosecutor Johnson 
promised 


that Capone's income tax 
hearing 


would be pushed. His arraignment 
on his charge was set for next Tues- 
day.

GROWERS TOLD HOW 


TO HANDLE PEONIES 


Extreme 
Care 
Necessary 


Now if Buds Are Nearly 
Ready to Bloom 


The continued good weather omen 


of gentle rains and warm sunshine of 
the last few days will not only bring 
out thousands of blooms for the third 
annual spring flower show June 20 
and 21 in the Armory, but It may 
present a problem to peony growers 
who find their peony buds nearly 
ready to burst into blossom. Peonies 
can be held several days before they 
are exhibited if they have the pro- 
per care. They should be cut before 
the buds are thoroughly open and 
kept in a cool place away from the 
sun so that the delicate shades will 
not fade. When the buds are open 
just far enough to reveal the color of 
the "flower the stalks should be cut 
very long and the whole flower wrap- 
ped In wax paper. The ice-box Is the 
best place for them where they may 
be kept until a few hours 
before 


s>how time. It Is very necessary to 
keep the plants cool and away from 
the light. 


When the flowers are taken out of 


the refrigeiator the ends should be 
cut a few inches and the flower plac- 
ed in cool water with 
the 
paper 


wrapper still on. If the blooms do 
not open readily a gentle shaking of 
the stem and blowing will 
make 


them unfold Into full, richly colored 
blooms. The wise exhibitor cuts more 
flowers than he intends to exhibit so 
that his show selection may be from 
the best blossoms.

More than ever, th* differences be- 


tween the senate and assembly on 
various bills were brought. to- the 
fore during the week. The senate's 
refusal to approve the assembly's 
bills on small loans and the state 
fair put both of- these measures In 
a deadlock. 


On the small jloans question, the 


senate is holding out for repeal of 
the present law which permits a 
maximum. Interest rate of 42. per 
year on loans under $300. The as- 
sembly wants the present rate. re- 
tained and the entire law placed 
under the 
banking commissioner 


who would be authorized to adjust 
rates. 


Apparently every member of the 


legislature wants to see the state 
fair continued but only a minority 
of each house can agree on a method 
of financing. 
The houses were 


plunged into another deadlock when 
the assembly^ refused to make an 
outright appropriation and the sen- 
ate refused to limit the tuberculosis 
area retests for cattle in order to 
use part of the "T. B." funds for 
the state fair. 


The assembly and senate came to 


an agreement on two measures ad- 
vocated by

LaFollette, 


however. A joint resolution creat- 
ing an interim committee on unem- 
ployment insurance to report to a 
special session of the legislature next 
fall was approved by both houses. 
A bill putting the banking question 
in the hands of a similar committee 
was passed by the 
assembly and 


tentatively approved by the upper 
house.

School finances turned up in the 


assembly, resulting in the passage of 
the Gehrmann-Harper ' school aid 
bill. The measure increases by one- 
half per cent the tax on Incomes in 
excess of ?5,000, decreases exemp- 
tions, wipes out the general property 
tax for school purposes, and raises 
about $25,000,000 in revenue. 


A chain^ store tax -was freely pre- 


dicted afte'r the senate engrossed the 
Gettelman bill calling for a sliding 
scale of license fees ranging from $1 
on Independent merchants to $100 on 
each store over 20 In a chain. The 
assembly passed the Eber, chain 
store tax bills calling for lower fees 
on chain stores but this measure 
waa temporarily waylaid In the up- 
per house.

In the senate the Loomls bill creat- 
ing a state utility corporation to 
handle public development of utili- 
ties was passed and messaged to 
the assembly. 


Automobile insurance occupied the 


attention of the senate In the form 
of a bill and a resolution. The reso- 
lution, which was adopted, asks for 
a referendum in 1932 on the question 
of compulsory auto insurance. The 
bill sets up a state automobile in- 
surance fund to compensate persons 
Injured In motor'vehicle accidents on 
somewhat the same basis as are 
employed under the workmen's com- 
pensation act. The assembly's ac- 
tion on both measures is pending.

There have been some revisions 


of cultural legends concerning dah- 
lias of late. One of these was that 
the dahlia should be given poor soil. 
It was believed that rich soil made 
the plant devote the bulk of its ef- 
forts to producing leaves at the ex- 
pense of bloom. This is only partly 
true. The dahlia in its modern forms 
is not a plant for poor soil if the 
finest blooms are desired. It needs 
moderate fertility and dahlia experts 
give the plants a stimulus of fertil- 
izer from time to time during the 
growing season in the shape of dash- 
es of commercial fertilizer or shred- 
ded "cow manure. 


The dahlia likes a fairly mellow 


soil according to ancient theory yet 
we see magnificent dahlias grow- 
ing in heavy clay soils. The main 
feature seems to be to provide it 
with plenty of moisture during-the 
hottest weather. It is customary 
with many growers to make a basin 
of earth about the "dahlia about a 
foot in radius from the stem and two 
or three inches or more deep so that 
when the plant is •watered the mois- 
ture •will be held in place and soak 
down to the roots, the basin being 
filled two or three times. 


Great care is needed to stake the 
tall, vigorojis growing dahlias se- 
"curely arid to train them to a single 
trunk for the finest blooms. They 
should be tied as they reach up- 
ward with raffia or strips of cloth, 
not with twine which, is likely to 
cut the tender stalks if a high wind 
forces them to sway against it. 


This Is dahlia planting season. 
Plants growing from cuttings are 
now on sale and offer one of the 
best methods of growing them, many 
growers preferring these cuttings to 
dry root divisions. They grow ex- 
actly as well as those* from divis- 
ions of the clump of tubers. 


Dig the soil for the dahlias. In 


corporate a moderate amount of fer- 
tilizer and plant the stakes firmly 
before setting in the dahlias and 
save a lot of woe later on as it is 
difficult to put stakes In place when 
the plant is in growth without in- 
juring either roots or stem or both.

small, should have a few plants of 
some of the fine varieties.

,. might rest was not definitely stated* 
although the attorney

that inasmuch a* the city owns the 
property up to the lot line it has 
the right to cut down trees.

Our distribu- 
tion system because of Its high costs, 
Is still the bottle-neck 
which pre- 


vents the free flow of mass produc- 
tion goods to consumers. Business 
must tap that great potential market 
among the lower income classes to 
prove an adequate 
outlet for 
its 


huge producing capacity, and to this 
It must reduce costs. Authorities es- 
timate that avoidable waste. In dis- 
tribution is between eight and ten 
billion dollars a ye.ar. 


This Is nearly twenty-five per cent 


of the $145,000,000,000 
total retail 


trade. If through better 
methods 


business could save even one-half of 
this waste, retail prices could be re- 
duced twelve to fifteen per cent. 
The masses of people would then, be 
able to purchase goods in quality 
and quantities great enough to ab- 
sorb the excess 
production 
and 


bring about a period of prosperity

What merchandising needs 
is a new type of executive

(3) Poor bookkeeping 
systems, or

buying our exports while her own were 
Ijlaced under increasing handicaps.

The new .Canadian policy is to re- 


place imported goods with .domestic 
manufactures and to buy the balance 
from countries that are willing to buy 
her surplus products. It is estimated 
that the Hawley-Smoot tariff and the 
,new Canadian rates will destroy one 
billion dollars in trade between the two 
countries. 


Furthermore a new migration in 


American branch factories is expected 
to .follow. Canada alfeady has as many 
American branch factories as all the 
rest of the world combined .and since 


ty-five additional American firms have 
established branches there.

ought to organize and establish their 
own scale of prices. If a pint of 
blood is worth anything it is worth 
a hundred dollars—that is, for any 
one who is able to pay. 


Female donors are-not as satisfac- 
tory as male donors. Usually a fe- 
male donor develops mild anemia 
after giving 400 to 500 c.c.. (a pint 
or less), and, it takes- her a .few 
weeks to regain fulr blood: strength. 


A number- of students have - paid 


their-:way through' .-college.-by serv- 
ing.... as- blood donors. ..Donors ,-ar.e 
obtained by newspaper advertising 
and sometimes -even by a .call- sent 
out over the..air. A Washerman test 
of- the blood is made in the case 
of every new donor and!every, three 
months on donors already registered: 


Among 50 blood donors, in Phila- 


delphia only five are females. , Their 
ages are from 12 to 41 years. • 


One donor made six donations (1800 


c.c. in all) in a period of 23 days. 
His hemoglobin dropped from 95 
to 79 per cent, and his red corpus- 
cles from 5;000,000 to 3,650,000, but 
in five days the hemoglobin increas- 
ed to 90 per cent, (which Is normal 
for most of us) and the red cells to

On June 13, 1917, the worst Ger-

LITTLE SENTIMENT 
IN FAVOR OF 5-DAY 
WEEK FOB WORKERS 


Unemployment Will Not Be 


Changed as Result of Sat- 
urday Half Holiday 


BY RODNEY DTJTCHER 


Washington — Little 
sentiment 


has developed in the ranks of gov- 
ernment for proposals of a -five-day 
week in the federal service, but after 
July 1 nearly all government em- 
ployes will be entitled to a Satur- 
day half-holiday the year around. 


Most of them have been working 


only foirr nours on Saturday since 
early March, but there remain the 
postal employes whose 44-hour week 
goes into effect after this month and 
an undetermined number of govern- 
ment workers over the country who 
complain that they are not being 
granted their half-holidays because 
of the economy drive. 


Long Week-End 


The new laws provide a longer and 


more enjoyable week-end, bujt it is 
doubtful whether they •will relieve 
much unemployment. The 
44-hour 


week., for postal employes was pro- 
vided in a law which authorizes the 
extra expense Incurred through the 
fact that the system operates 24 
hours a day, but President Hoover 
and Director of the Budget Roop 
have decided that the half-holiday 
for other employes must be arranged 
without incurring 
any 
expenses 


chargeable to deficiencies. In both 
cases, however, where employes are 
required by public interest as inter- 
preted by their superiors to work on 
Saturday afternoons they are enti- 
tled to compensatory time off on oth- 
er days of the week. 


Complete- enforcement of the four- 


hour Saturday law already would 
have provided., a certain amount of 
new employment, but according to 
many complaints received by the Na- 
tional Federation of Federal Employ- 
es it is' exactly in the 
instances 


where they would require extra help 
that the' half-holidays are being de- 
nied. In Washington the law is be- 
ing observed, but most .government 
employes serve in the field and that 
is where the complaints come from. 
- Although Senator LaFoltette and 
the postal employes' unions, in seek- 
ing the 44-hour law, used the argu- 
ment that It would help absorb some 
of the unemployed, that--prospect 
probably will not be realized to any- 
thing like the extent once expected. 
Orders have- gone through the ser- 
'vice that the fou--hour .Saturday 
must be absorbed through equaliz- 
ation on other days and without 
any addition to the payroll'wherev- 
er possible. The department also has 
had a policy of failing to fill its con- 
stantly occurring .vacancies 
when- 


ever it can be avoided and of cutting 
down employment- of its substitute 
workers. Postal employes' unions es- 
timate that about. 10,000 substitutes 
have been.affe'cted and that at one 
time about 5000 'vacancies remained 
unfilled. Any extra employment made 
absolutely, necessary by the. 44-hour 
law is- expected to -do • little' "more 
th'an 'fill vacancies and employ the 
substitutes for longer periods. 


Rural Carriers Out 


About 185,000 postal employes are 


affected by the 44-hour law. The oth- 
er half-holiday law covers about 65,- 
000 workers in the District of .Colum- 
bia and about 215,000 in the field. 
To these may be added 15,000 field 
employes of the Interior Department, 
excluded in the act 'but granted the 
half-holiday by executive order of 
President 
Hoover. 
About 
10,000 


Panama Canal employes and about 
125,000 rural letter carriers and other 
field postal- employes were not cov- 
•ered by either act. 


Evidence that the government is 


making its employes work harder, 
as part of its economy drive and to 
keep the half-holiday from -being an 
added expense, conies from 
many 


points. The Federation of Federal 
Employes is insisting that the work- 
ers must receive their legal half-holi- 
days or ' compensory time. It attri- 
butes failures to enforce tLe law in 
tha field to a Budget Bureau order, 
made on instructions from President 
Hoover, who said that he intended 
to entertain no supplemental or de- 
ficiency estimates of appropriations 
for carrying out ' the general • half- 
holiday act.
